The Redeemer can provide healing 
and hope for those who carry heavy 
burdens while living worthy lives, 
said Elder Richard G. Scott of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles in 
Saturday morning’s General 
Conference session. 

“Easter brings thoughts of the 
Savior, His life, His Atonement and 
His Resurrection,” Elder Scott said.

instrument for growth,” Elder Scott 
said. 

“In either case the Redeemer will 
support you. When you feel you can 
do no more, temporarily lay your 
challenges at His feet.” 

Elder Scott reminded listeners to 
submit cheerfully and with patience to 
the will of the Lord in their lives. He 
said the Lord gives relief when you 
seek deliverance with humility and 
faith in Jesus Christ. 

“Do not look for a life virtually free 
from discomfort, pain, pressure, chal- 
lenge or grief, for those are the tools a 
loving Father uses to stimulate our 
personal growth and understanding,” 
Elder Scott said. 

“You will be helped as you exercise 
faith in Jesus Christ.” 

Access to the Savior’s help comes in 
different ways, Elder Scott said. He 
suggested that the most’ powerful way 
is to begin with trusting prayers and 
trusting in a close friend or a bishop. 
He also suggested starting with read- 
ing, pondering and applying the 
teachings of the scriptures. 

“Challenge comes as testing from a 
wise, knowing Father to give experi- 
ence that we may be seasoned, mature 
and grow in understanding and appli- 
cation of His truths,” Elder Scott said. 
“When you..are worthy, a challenge 
becomes a contribution to growth, not 
a barrier to it.”

Tithe-paying an eternal principle, 
brings blessings, Elder Oaks says

The law of tithing is not a remote 
Old Testament practice but a com- 
mandment directly from the Savior to 
the people of our day, said. Elder 
Dallin H. Oaks of the Quorum of the 
Twelve Apostles during the Saturday 
afternoon session of General 
Conference. S 

“The Lord reaffirmed that law in 
modern revelation, commanding his 
people to pay ‘one-tenth of all their 
interest annually,’ and declaring that 
‘this shall be a standing law unto 
them forever,’” Elder Oaks said, 

“No prophet of the Lord in modern 
times has preached the law of tithing 
more fervently than Heber J. Grant,” 
Elder Oaks said. 

President Grant said that the men 
and women who had been honest with 
God and paid one-tenth of their earn- 
ings in tithing found that the remain- 
ing nine-tenths of their property were 
of greater value to them. 

“During the Great Depression, 
President Grant continued to remind 
the Saints that the payment of tithing 
would open the windows of heaven 
for blessings needed by the faithful,” 
Elder Oaks said. “In that stressful 
period.some of our bishops observed 
that members who paid their tithing 
were able’to support their families 
more effectively than those who did 
not. Countless tithe-paying Latter-day 


_ Saints can testify to similar blessings 


today.” 

Elder Oaks related how during 
World War II his widowed mother 
supported her three children with a 
school teacher’s salary. 

“T asked my mother why we paid so 


Councils should motivate, use ideas 
from all its members, Ballard says

Elder M. Russell Ballard of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles re- 
emphasized the importance of coun- 
cils in The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints to decrease burdens 
on individual leaders and opening the 
way for inspired direction. 

Elder Ballard warned against the 
burn-out that bishops or other leaders 
may go through when there is no sup- 
port from councils and committees. 

Although there are things that only 
bishops have the responsibility or 
authority to do, “they are not called to 
be all things, at all times, to all peo- 
ple,” Elder Ballard said. 

“The best leaders are not those who 
work themselves to death trying to do 
everything single-handedly; the best 
leaders are those who follow God’s 
plan and counsel with their councils,” 
Elder Ballard said. 

Elder Ballard said there are many 
stewardships within the Church, but 
no one is left to deal with their 
responsibilities alone. All leaders 
have committees and councils. This 
system is to decrease the burden on 
individual leaders, he said. 

Elder Ballard said spiritual power 
and inspired direction are given to 
family, ward and stake councils when 
they are properly conducted. 


Counseling together opens the 


‘floodgates of heaven, Elder Ballard 


said. When counseling with all mem- 
bers of a council there exists a broad- 
ened base of experience and under- 
standing which leads to better solu- 
tions, he said. 

“We have an urgent need in the 
Church for leaders, particularly stake 
presidents and bishops, to harness and 
channel spiritual power through coun- 
cils,” Elder Ballard said. 

“The Spirit continues to bear: wit- 
ness to me of how vital efficiently run 
Church councils are to the accom- 
plishment of the. mission of the 
Church,” Elder Ballard said. 

The basic council of the Church is 
the family council, Elder Ballard said. 
Relationships within the family 
should follow the principles of a 
properly conducted council in order to 
make home “a haven on earth.” 

Elder Ballard warned against 
bypassing Church councils and gospel 
principles and forming other support 
groups. 

“The Brethren also have expressed 
concern regarding Church members’ 
involvement in groups that purport to 
increase self-awareness, raise self- 
esteem, and enhance individual 
agency,” Elder Ballard said. 

He said those desiring self-improve- 
ment and agency should anchor them- 
selves in gospel principles. 


much of her salary as tithing,” Elder 
Oaks said. “I have never forgotten her 
explanation: ‘Dallin, there might be 
some people who can get along with- 
out paying tithing, but we can’t. 
When I pay my tithing, I have the 
Lord’s promise that he will bless us, 
and we must have those blessings if 
we are to get along.’”

Tithe-paying is com- 
manded in the Bible and figures in the 
Bible covenanted to pay tithes to God, 
he said. 

“We do not pay tithing by contribut- 
ing to our favorite charities,” Elder 
Oaks said.:“The contribution we 
should make to charities come from 
our own funds, not from the tithes we 
are commanded to pay to the store- 
house of the Lord.”

All priesthood holders have oppor- 
tunities to serve our Heavenly Father 
and his children on earth, said 
President Thomas S. Monson. It is 
contrary to the spirit of service to live 
selfishly within ourselves-and disre- 
gard the needs of others, he said. 

“Spirituality is not bestowed simply 
by wishing; rather, it comes quietly 
and imperceptibly by serving,” 
President Monson said. 

“High-powered sales techniques” 
are not the way to exercise the priest- 
hood, he said. Devotion to duty, con- 
tinuous effort, abundant love, and per- 
sonal spirituality touch the heart and 
bring back home those members who 
have become inactive. 

In response to critics, President 
Gordon B. Hinckley said the Church 
will go forward undeterred by their 
statements and actions. He assured 
members that unity, brotherhood and 
united fidelity to building the king- 
dom of God on earth exist among all 
the general authorities. 

“We have a prophet today,”

Tolerance does not grant license to do that which 
is wrong, Elder Nelson said. Nor does it obligate 
you to tolerate misdeeds. 

Important in the subject of tolerance is religious 
freedom, he said. 

He continued to stress the importance of religious 
freedom by reflecting back to the writing of the 
11th article of faith by the Prophet Joseph Smith. 

“We claim the privilege of worshiping Almighty 
God according to the dictates of our own con- 
science, and allow all men the same privilege, let 
them worship how, where, or what they may.” 

Christ said that the first and great commandment 
is to “love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy mind. And the 
second is like unto it, thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself,” Nelson summarized. 

“Hence, our highest priorities in life are to love 
God and to love our neighbors,” he continued. 
“That broadly includes neighbors in our own fami- 
ly, our community, our nation and our world.” 

God loves all His children, Elder Nelson said. 
“God is no respecter of persons: But in every nation 
he that feareth him, and worketh righteousness, is 
accepted with him,” Nelson said Peter taught. 

Throughout time, discrimination based on ethnici- 


‘ty or religious beliefs has led to senseless slaughter 


and countless acts of cruelty, he said. History is 
scarred by acts of intolerance. 

If parents would teach their children “to walk in 
the ways of truth and soberness; ye will teach them 
to love one another, and to serve one another,” men 
and women throughout the world would respect 
their neighbors and the beliefs held sacred by them, 
Elder Nelson said. If this were the case, ethnic jokes 
and cultural slurs would no longer be acceptable. 

While tolerance is strived for, other qualities don’t 
need to be lost, he said. Tolerance doesn’t mean the 
surrender of noble purpose or of individual identity. 

“Difference in cultural background, language, 
gender and facial features fade into insignificance 
as members lose themselves in service to their 
beloved Savior,” Elder Nelson said. 

“Only the comprehension of the true Fatherhood 
of God can bring full appreciation of the true broth- 
erhood of many,” he continued. “That understand- 
ing inspires desire to build bridges of cooperation 
instead of walls of segregation.” 

“United we may respond,” summarized Elder 
Nelson. “Together we may stand, intolerant of 
transgression but tolerant of neighbors with differ- 
ences they hold sacred. Our beloved brothers and 
sisters throughout the world are all children of 
God.”

Defend the family, Elder Maxwell says

Elder Neal A. Maxwell of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles 
admonished members to “take espe- 
cial care of your families” in 
Sunday’s afternoon session of 
General Conference. 

As part of his address, Elder 
Maxwell reminded Church members 
of their responsibility to defend the 
institution of the family. 

“Latter-day Saints therefore have no 
choice but to stand for and to speak 
up whenever the institution of the 
family is concerned, even if we are 
misunderstood, resented, or brushed 
aside,” Elder Maxwell said. 

In addition to asking Church mem- 
bers to stand up for the family, Elder 
Maxwell discussed the principles 
parents should teach their children, 
listed the societal problems challeng- 
ing children today and spoke of the 
consequences for nations that do not 
uphold, enrich and encourage healthy 
families. 

Although family life is one of the 
main tenets of the Church, Elder 
Maxwell said LDS Church members 
must place precedence on supporting 
the family. 

“For Latter-day Saints, though it is 
to be done in the Lord’s own way, 
every year should be ‘The Year of the 
Family,’” he said. “However, brothers 
and sisters, as Latter-day Saints, we 


need to do better in our families — 
much better!” 

Elder Maxwell encouraged parents 
to set their priorities to favor family 
life. 

“Given the gravity of current condi- 
tions, would parents be willing to give 
up just one outside thing, giving that 
time and talent instead to the family?” 
Elder Maxwell said. “Parents and 
grandparents, please scrutinize your 
schedules and priorities in order to 
ensure that life’s prime relationships 
get more prime time!” 

Even Church activities can harm 
family life, Elder Maxwell said. 

“Sometimes, unintentionally, even 
certain extra-curricular Church activi- 
ties, insensitively administered, can 
hamper family life,” he said. 

In addition to encouraging parents 
to set priorities in favor of family life, 
Elder Maxwell advised Church mem- 
bers which Gospel principles should 
be emphasized within LDS families. 
Quoting scripture, he said the ultimate 
goal is to teach children of the role of 
Jesus Christ in their lives. 

“Attending to all family duties 
includes really teaching our children 
‘to understand the doctrine of repen- 
tance, faith in Christ the Son of the 
living God,’” he said. 

Elder Maxweli stressed the impor- 
tance of family prayer, family home 
evening and family scripture study 
and added that “personal revelation 
regarding parenting can provide cus- 


tomized guidance and reassurance” to 
the family. 

Teaching children gospel principles 
is essential to maintaining spirituality 
in the family, he said. 

“When parents fail to transmit testi- 
mony and theology along with decen- 
cy, those families are only one gener- 
ation from serious spiritual decline, 
having lost their savor,” Elder 
Maxwell said. 

Although he offered suggestions on 
how to have a successful family life, 
Elder Maxwell said the serious prob- 
lems facing children today can only 
be cured with time and effort. 

“Applying basic remedies will take 
some time and will not fix everything 
immediately,” he said. “What could 
be more basic, however, than ‘love at 
home,’ when, annually in America, 
there are four million reports of 
domestic violence, rivaling the num- 
ber of births annually in America!” 

Elder Maxwell, quoting from a 

Deseret News article, added that vio- 
lence in America now kills the equiv- 
alent of a classroom full of children 
every two days. 

Nations will lose favor with both 
God and man unless curing family 
problems is given priority, Elder 
Maxwell said. 

“Nations in which traditional ideal- 
ism gives way to modern cynicism 
will forfeit the blessings of heaven, 
and they will also lose legitimacy in 
the eyes of their citizens,” he said.

The purpose of this life is to learn of 
Christ, to understand His atonement 
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and to follow His example of love, 
Elder Haight said. 

“Each of us is profoundly indebted 
to Him, for we were purchased by the 
shedding of His own precious blood,” 
Elder Haight said. 

“We are surely obligated to follow 
His admonition, to believe on His 
name, and to testify of Him and His 
word.” 

Christ loved and served all men in 
their times of need, yet suffered the 
bitter pains of crucifixion alone. 

“All the voices about Him rang with 
blasphemy and spite, and in that long 
slow agony His dying ear caught not 
words of gratitude, or pity or of 
love.” 

Elder Haight said, “So that the 
supreme sacrifice of the Son might be 
consummated in all its fullness, the 
Father seems to have withdrawn.” 

Christ exemplified ‘love and service 
when he washed the feet of his. disci- 
ples in the upper room on the eve of 
Passover. 

Elder Haight said, “Jesus Himself, 
in his eternal humility and self-denial, 
rose from His place at the meal to do 
this menial task. 

“Tt was a kind and gracious task, and 
such ought to be the nature of all our 
dealings with each other,” Elder 
Haight said. 

“Jesus was [later] enfeebled by 
hours of violent agitation, an evening 
of deep emotion, the mental anguish 
of the garden, and by the three trials 
and three sentences of death before 
the Jews,” Elder Haight said.

President Thomas S. Monson, sec- 
ond counselor in the First Presidency 
of the LDS Church, encouraged mem- 
bers to follow the example of Christ 
as he summed up the 164th Annual 
General Conference of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

“Praise His name, follow His exam- 
ple, and incorporate His truth into our 
lives,” President Monson said as he 
summarized and concluded the gener- 
al conference session. 

Each of the speakers in the session 
discussed and bore testimony of the 
importance and the impact of the 
atonement of Jesus Christ. 

Elder Robert D. Hales, sustained 
Saturday as the newest member of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles, 
spoke Sunday of his testimony of 
Jesus Christ. 

“Jesus Christ is a God,” he said. “He 
is Jehova of the Old Testament and 
the Savior of the New Testament.” 

“T have been called to be a special 
witness of Christ for the remainder of 
my mortality,” Elder Hales added. 

Elder Hales asked for the prayers of 
the members of the Church to support 
him in his calling as well as asking 
forgiveness of anyone he had 
wronged. 

“To be an apostle of the Lord I am 
finding is a process of repentence,” he 
said. 

President Ruth B. Wright, Second

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Intense play depicts challenges of the Holocaust

A performance commemorating the 
Holocaust and challenging the public 
to oppose religious and cultural intol- 
erance will premiere Tuesday at 7:30 
p.m. at Westminster College. 

The production resembles a tradi- 
tional Jewish worship service where 
the audience takes the place of the 
congregation. The text has been 
drawn from eyewitness accounts, the 
Bible, the Talmud, contemporary 
poetry and classic literature. 

“The lessons of the Holocaust are 
universal,” said Jeffrey Berke, direc- 
tor. “They do not apply to only one 
religious or cultural group. “Night 
Words’ is intended to challenge each 
of us to reaffirm our opposition to 
religious and cultural intolerance, and 
inspire us by recalling the heroic spir- 
its of those who not only survived the 
persecutions but triumphed over 
them.” 

The text was originally combined by 
David Roskies of the Jewish

be performed by 36 people as a staged 
reading. Berke has adapted the piece 
for a six-member cast with each 
member playing multiple roles. 

Such characters as medieval rabbis, 
village matriarchs, concentration 
camp survivors and Nazi soldiers are 
portrayed by the actors. © 

““Night Words’ is not a piece about 
despair. It mourns the victims and 
remembers them and tries to confront 
some of the existential challenges of 
the Holocaust. It remembers those 
whose response to suffering and per- 
secution was prayer and forgiveness,” 
Berke said. 

The title of the production is taken 
from the writings of George Steiner 
who talked about words of the day 
and words of the night. 

Berke said “Night Words” is a very 
language intensive piece. 

“We all hope “Night Words’ will 
encourage discussion of religious and 
cultural intolerance. The admonition 
to beat our swords into plowshares is 
3,000 years old but is still very rele- 
vant,” he said. 

Berke is including in the production 
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a projection screen display of pho- 
tographs and artwork from the 
Holocaust era. 

Vocal and instrumental music writ- 
ten by young Jewish composers in the 
ghettos of Poland will also be includ- 
ed. 

The performance is commissioned 
jointly by the University of Utah and 
Westminster College and is supported 
in part by the Utah Humanities 
Council, the Salt Lake City Arts

Tarheels take Ist women’s championship |

And with a screen, a pass and a shot, 
the Tar Heels pulled one off. 

North Carolina inbounded with 
seven-tenths of a second left and 
Charlotte Smith swished a 3-point 
shot at the buzzer, giving the Tar 
Heels a 60-59 victory over Louisiana 
Tech on Sunday and the NCAA wom- 
en’s basketball championship. 

“T tried to make it exciting for you 
guys,” said North Carolina coach 
Sylvia Hatchell, whose team rallied 
from a five-point deficit in the final 
-four minutes after blowing a seven- 
point lead. “I guess it was just our 
day.” 

That it was. 

Long overshadowed by its men’s 
program, North Carolina (33-2) fin- 
ished the season with 14 straight vic- 
tories to capture its first women’s 
championship. The title capped a 
swift ascent for the Tar Heels, who 
three years ago had finished last in the 
Atlantic Coast Conference for the 
third straight season. 

Until Smith’s shot went in, though, 
it appeared that Tech would sneak 
_away with its third NCAA title. Tech 
had taken a 59-57 lead with 15.5 sec- 
onds left when Pam Thomas hit a 19- 
foot shot while being doubled teamed 
in the right corner. 

North Carolina’s Tonya Sampson 
missed badly on a leaning shot from 
the free throw line with five seconds 
to play and in the ensuing scramble 
for the ball, the Tar Heels’ Marion 
Jones tied up Kendra Neal. 

Carolina got the ball on the alternate 
possession, but with less than a sec- 
ond on the clock, the Tar Heels knew 
they’d have to work fast. But they 
were confident they could. 

sl knew we were going to win the 
game,” center Sylvia Crawley said. “I 
didn’t know how we were going to do 
it, but some how, some way, we were 
going to win this game.” 

Hatchell called a timeout and want- 
ed Stephanie Lawrence to lob the ball 
to Crawley. But when Lawrence saw 
Crawley was covered, she called 
another timeout. On the second try, 
Lawrence looked at Sampson flashing 
across the line but she was covered. 
So she fired the ball to Smith, who 


had curled around a Crawley screen, . 


and the 6-foot senior buried the shot. 

Immediately, she was buried herself 
under a crush of jubilant teammates. 

“I knew I had to do it,” said Smith, a 
27 percent shooter from 3-point range. 
“Tt was an order from the coach and I 
had to keep confidence in myself. I 
want to commend* my teammates for 
helping me keep my composure.” 

Smith scored 19 points in the second 
half and finished with 20. She also set 
a championship game record by grab- 
bing 23 rebounds and was named the 
oustanding player of the Final Four. 
The old rebounding record was 20 by 
Tracy Claxton of Old Dominion 
against Georgia in 1985. 

Sampson led North Carolina with 21 
points, 17 in the first half, and 
Crawley scored 14. 

Louisiana Tech (31-4) saw its 25- 
game winning streak end and settled 
for its third runner-up finish. Coach 
[Leon Barmore said it was his fault 
because he didn’t have anyone guard- 
ing Lawrence on the inbounds pass. 

“T’ll take full responsibility for that 
shot and that loss,” Barmore said. “Tf I 
had stayed on the ball like I should

have, I think we would have won the 
national championship.” 

Pam Thomas led Tech with 15 
points, including the final six of a 12- 
0 run that gave the Lady Techsters a 
53-48 lead with 5:06 left. 

North Carolina led 48-41 with 11:12 
left but went the next 7 1/2 minutes 
without a basket, missing 11 shots and 
turning the ball over six times before 
Smith converted a three-point play off 
an offensive rebound to end the 
drought with 3:27 remaining. 

Another putback by Smith tied it 53- 
53 and the teams traded baskets until 
Smith’s winner. Smith was 7-for-13 
from the field in the second half after 
missing all six of her first-half shots. 

“She can produce if you get her ‘the 
ball, so we tried a few plays and tried 
to pass the ball to her,” Hatchell said. 
“The first half, we didn’t get her the 
ball that much and when we did, she 
wasn’t in very good position for the 
shot.” 

Tech was able to keep North 
Carolina 25 points under its season 
scoring average by controlling the 
tempo for the most part. Three Lady 
Techsters had sprained ankles in the 
semifinals on Saturday, but all three 
played Sunday — Neal, Vickie 


Johnson and Amy Brown. Johnson 
finished with 12 points.

“I received some benefits, but not 
the whole thing,” Bosco said. “I 
read in a paper that it is almost 
impossible to collect a claim. It 
almost has to be a death.” 

To collect benefits under the 
NCAA’s program, an athlete must 
wait an “elimination period” after 
sustaining an injury to determine 
that a condition of continuous. dis- 
ability exists, the documents state. 

Since the NCAA started the pro- 
gram in 1990, 108 student-athletes 
have purchased — insurance. 
Documents show that only two ath- 


letes have filed claims, with only ‘ 


one receiving full benefits. 

“There are not a high number of 
claims,” Idelson said. “With today’s 
medical technology, most players 
can come back and play again.” 

Assistant Athletic Director Val 
Hale said another reason besides 
financial security for the insurance 
program is to help keep star athletes 
in college through their senior year 
and graduation. 

“There is a lot of risk for some of 
those guys to come back and play 
another year,” Hale said. “Another 
year is a big gamble.” 

However, Coach LaVell Edwards 
said he does not feel the insurance 
is helping to deter All-American 
athletes from forgoing their senior 
year to go pro. 

“T think if he is a first or second 
round pick, he should go,” Edwards

Hale, who chairs BYU’s profes- 
sional sports career counseling 
panel, said he notifies BYU athletes 
who have potential to be first or 
second round draft picks in their 
sports about the insurance program.

Most players don’t buy insurance 
policies until their senior year, Hale

“The advantage of this program is 
that the students don’t have to come 
up with the money up front,” Hale 
said.

Facial hair allowed with ‘beard waiver card

Historically, BYU men have sported 
beards — but that’s history. 

During the 1960s, President Ernest 
L. Wilkinson spoke out against short- 
skirted and long-haired students. 
Under President Dallin Oaks, BYU 
adopted a formal dress and grooming 
standard. The “beard card” followed. 

A beard waiver card officially 
allows a male student to grow a full 
beard. Mustaches trimmed to the cor- 
ners of the mouth are acceptable. 

When minor changes were made to 
the dress and grooming standards 
three years ago, the Board of Trustees 
looked at the beard issue, but decided 
to let it stand. 

Any male BYU student who con- 
sults with the dermatologist at the 
McDonald Health Center for a “seri- 
ous skin condition” may get the card. 
The card must be renewed every six 
months. 

Honor Code Council Chair Tim 
Martin said that he has noticed an 
increased number of students with 
beards and goatees in the past two 
semesters. He said it seems there are 
more students with, beards or goatees 


than there are issued cards. 

“Tt is not an issue of facial hair, but 
an honor issue,” said Martin. 

A student may be referred for facial 
hair to the HCC by another student, 
faculty, or staff member.
